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REPORT OF PUBLIC LIBRARY AND 
READING ROOM. 


Total circulation for the year, 15,570, divided as follows: 
Fiction, 12,008; Magazines, 2,008; Non-fiction, 1,554. 

This is the largest circulation ever recorded, with the 
exception of one year when our population was increased 
by extensive building operations. 


The largest monthly circulation was in January, when 
1503 books were issued; the smallest, 1070, in May. The 
largest daily issue was 161, on March 21; the smallest, 6, 
on February 19. The average daily circulation is 50. 


Among the new books added during the past year is a 
set of the 1914 International Encyclopaedia. While much 
expense is involved in keeping an encyclopaedia up-to-date, 
it seems the cheapest way of securing fresh information on 
all subjects. This new set is not yet complete, volumes 
being received as fast as issued. Two hundred sixty-four 
new books have been added this year; of these, 173 are 
fiction, 91 non-fiction. 


For many years the charging system used in the library 
has been inadequate. During the year past, a standard 
system known as the Browne system has been installed. 
Its introduction dispenses with the use of cards, which, 
under the old system, were so often lost as to become a 
nuisance to the borrower and a handicap to the librarian in 
keeping correct account of loans. Under the new system, 
pockets are provided in the back of books upon which the 
return date is stamped instead of upon the card as formerly. 
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Borrower’s pockets, containing the book card, are filed in 
the library, thus making a very accurate record of all loans. 
The installation of this system has meant a large amount of 
extra work and some expense, all of which has been met by 
the petty cash in the hands of the librarian. 

Coincident with the installing of the charging system, a 
card shelf-list, a necessity in the present-day, well-equipped 
library, was made for use in taking inventory and cata- 
loguing of books. ‘This is not yet ready for use, as a case 
to contain it has not yet been provided. 

We feel the necessity of keeping constantly before the 
public the fast approaching need for more stack room. 
Whether this need shall be temporarily met by the placing 
of a floor above the present stacks at the rear of the room, 
or in some other way is a problem which must come before 
the town for solution next year. :

However, with | the. assistance | of the. Superintendent and 
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School Board, the teaching force have arrived at that point 
where they are better acquainted with the work and can 
now render better service. They would be very glad to 
receive any suggestions from parents for the betterment of 
the school and most cordially invite the latter to visit the 
school and get acquainted, not only with the school work 
but with them. 

Miss Helen S. Jackson of Cambridge, Massachusetts, a 
graduate of Boston University, teaches the languages and 
English Literature. Miss Fannie C. Bacon of Newton, 
Massachusetts, a graduate of Framingham Normal Schooi, 
teaches Domestic Arts, Art, English and Biology. Edwin 
B. Young of Dorchester, Massachusetts, a graduate of the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College, teaches the mathe- 
matics courses, the science, Agronomy, Farm Carpentry 
and Manual Training. Miss Mabel Rodowsky, with whom 
Hinsdale is already acquainted, takes charge of the music. 


COURSES OF THE CURRICULA. In addition to the 
Liberal Arts Course we have the two new courses of Do- 
mestic Arts and Agriculture, as seen under the Curricula 
which follows. The introduction of these last two is in- 
deed a very desirable improvement, to which the towns 
people will readily agree, and one of which the parents 
have already shown their approbation by the unusually 
large number of pupils who have elected these courses. 
For their introduction, the Superintendent and Committee 
deserve,due credit, because the courses are not only valuabie 
from an educational standpoint, as our higher schoolmen 
have so thoroughly demonstrated, but are essential to the 
very life of the school, especially if it is desired to keep up 
to the times and abreast of advancement elsewhere. 

It is rather unfortunate this year that these new courses 
are not available to pupils above the freshman class, as 
some members of the upper classes have expressed a desire 
for them. It will be seen in the Curricula that no mathe- 
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matics is given for the girls who take the Domestic Arts 
course this year. It is to be regretted that the intricacies 
of the program cause this defect. However, it is partly 
offset by the fact that nearly every morning a short period 
is devoted to it though no credit is given. 


EQUIPMENT AND IMPROVEMENTS. The courses 
of Domestic Arts and Carpentry have both been fitted out 
with new equipment. They have been established in the 
building across from the High School, the only drawback 
being the.lack of room in which to work. 


So far the Agronomy has needed very little equipment, 
although some may be needed in the spring. We have ob- 
tained a piece of land with a place for a garden and a very 
much run-down orchard from Mr. Arthur Taylor. The 
Principal wishes to thank those of the townspeople who so 
kindly offered the use of their land for school purposes. 


An unfortunate lack of a school water supply is a great 
handicap to the science courses and to the school itself. 
Another thing which the pupils, teachers and janitor feel to 
be a much-needed improvement is a lighting system. Some 
parts of the school are always in darkness. Darkness 
comes so quickly after the close of school that little work 
can be done then without light. Moreover, we are bound 
to have some dark days when our eyes must be strained in 
our endeavor to work unless we have the proper light. 
Lastly, some improvement should be made along the line of 
organized play and athletics for the school, both indoors 
and outdoors, Here is a chance for some good alumnus or 
friend of the school to offer assistance. _ 


PROGRESS. On the whole, a fair degree of progress 
has been made. While everything has not been just as we 
would like to have had it, yet, in general, everything looks 
very encouraging. 


CO-OPERATION OF FRIENDS AND PARENTS. 
In practically every case where a pupil has needed disci- 
pline, up to the present time, the teachers have found the 
parents ready to co-operate with them. For this splendid 
spirit which the parents have shown, the Principal, in be- 
half of the teachers, wishes to extend thanks. Such co- 
operation is necessary for the best school government. 


Those mothers who have been considering the formation 
of a Teacher Parents’ Association, to advance the best in- 
terests of the school, are also to be commended and encour- 
aged in this worthy enterprise. The, Principal, for one, 
will do all in his power to support such a project. 

To the Superintendent and Committee, to the teachers, 
to the parents and to the friends of the school, that 
Hinsdale- High School may be the best possible school, the 
last word which the Principal would recommend to the 
thoughtful consideration of all, is— CO-OPERATION.

REORGANIZATION 


In view of the resignation of both high school teachers it 
seemed a very propitious time to make some most desirable 
changes of organization. A vote of the Board gave the 
necessary authority for the inauguration of the following 
changes. The eighth grade pupils were doubly promoted 
to the high school, the ninth erade was eliminated, and the 


practical courses of Agriculture and Domestic Arts were 
introduced into the high school. 2 
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These radical changes, unfortunately, had to be instituted 
by teachers who were not only unacquainted with the local 
school conditions but also lacking in teaching experience. 
This fact, together with an unfortunate delay in furnishing 
rooms for the new courses, furnished a handicap at the 
start. But with the installation of benches, tables, etc., and 
with increasing experience in handling the new situations 
conditions have been gradually improving, and the benefits 
of the new order are already becoming apparent. These 
are some of them. The popular demand for practical 
courses has been provided for. This is made evident by 
the fact that all the girls of the entering class selected the 


Domestic Arts course, and all but four of the boys chose 
the agricultural course. The increased high school enroll- 
ment brought the membership of the school to a more nor- 


mal ratio to that of the entire public school enrollment. It 
brings the length of the elementary course into conformity 
with that to be generally found throughout the State, since 
out of some 257 school districts in New Hampshire there 
are less than 20 whose elementary course is more than eight 
years. The change tends to greater efficiency and in- 
creased economy in the education of the child. Under the 
present arrangement one less teacher is employed for the 
elementary schools. 


The Lebert primary school has been transferred to the 
high school building, the room vacated has been arranged to 
accommodate in one part the children of the Manual 
Training department, in the other part those pupils taking 
the Domestic Arts work. In addition to the high school 
pupils the children of Grades V-VIII. are given instruction 
in these subjects. 
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In conclusion, to secure the most abiding results the 
teacher needs firmness, true dignity and real, inspiring lead- 
ership; the pupil needs to learn obedience and self-reliance ; 
both need to maintain a spirit of fairness, respect for the 
rights of others, diligence and high standards of work.

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MUSIC REPORT 


Mr. A. P. Averill, Superintendent, 

Dear Sir: I am pleased to submit this report as Super- 
visor of Music in the schools of Hinsdale. 

Music is being recognized more and more as an impor- 
tant factor in the school curriculum and public school music 
today aims to give the children a thorough training in the 
tundamentals of music. . 

We aim for pitch, reading and time. During the pri- 
mary grades, the children cultivate a sense of pitch and 
learn to sing in tune. It is surprising to see how the little 
folks progress in music, especially those who could not 
imitate one tone correctly when they entered school. . Much 
attention is given to beginners because I believe that every 
child who can talk can learn to sing if he is taught in his 
early school days. 

Reading music is begun in the latter half of the first 
year and carried on through the grades with exercises, one 
part songs, then two and three part. Part singing is begun 
in the fourth grade. The children love this work and be- 
sides being interesting, it means thoughtful and accurate 
preparation. I believe good reading is most essential. 
Lack of interest and failure to keep time are usually due to 
poor reading. ‘Time in music means “order.” 

Much individual work is necessary because “a class can- 
not be strong unless every member is strong.” The slips 
used are a finely graded set of exercises and as soon as a 
class can sing one section well, a harder one is given them. 
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These give the teacher an exact idea of what the individual 
is doing, and develop habits of accuracy and self control 
on the part of each pupil. 

Among the boys there has been a tendency not to sing. 
This is often true in many schools, but may be traced to 
two facts: They cannot read well and are afraid of their 
own voices. Individual slip singing has helped here and I 
am glad to report that in all the grades the boys now do 
their part. 

The efforts of the Girls’ Glee Club for a few years past 
have enabled them this last fall to purchase a good second 
hand piano for the school room. The club is now working 
on an operetta, which we hope to present this spring. 

[ have visited the schools each week and certainly much 
progress has been made. In all the schools of Hinsdaie 
there is interest and a fine spirit, and all seem to enjoy the 
music lessons. 

I owe thanks to the school officials for their support and 
to the teachers for their earnest help in my work.

REPORT STATE TAX COMMISSION 1914 
INCREASE IN PUBLIC EXPENDITURES 


No power has constituted the members of the tax com- 
mission guardians of the public in respect to expenditures 
for the support of government, and they have no disposition 
to assume that role. Nevertheless, “economy being a most 
essential virtue in all states,’ and it being “the duty of 
legislators and magistrates * * * to countenance and 
inculcate the principles of * * * economy,” all as set 
forth in the constitution of this state, the commissioners 
believe themselves to be amply justified in urging, as they 
have so often urged before, the importance of this subject 
upon the voters of the state. The public revenue, state and 
municipal, is the voters’ business and they are responsible, 
directly or indirectly, for every extravagance affecting it 
from the inception to the termination of the fund. 

Every compulsory contribution levied by public authority 
upon people or property is in the broad sense of the term a 
tax, nor is it made less obnoxious or burdensome if called 
a fee or a fine. In the figures that follow therefore, all 
fees, fines, and other exactions, if any, are included with 
the taxes upon polls and estates. To illustrate the compara- 
tive importance of the two classes, it may be said that the 
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taxes upon polls and estates represent about 95 per cent and 
all other income about 5 per cent of the total revenue of the 
state, and of the counties, cities, towns, districts and pre- 
cincts therein. 

Taxes, as defined above, have increased by leaps and 
bounds in recent years. In 1903 the sum of all the taxes 
assessed by and within the state of New Hampshire was 
$5,373,420.22; in 1913 it was $8,765,039.07, an increase of 
$3,391,618.85, or 63 per cent, in ten years. But these fig- 
ures do not adequately represent the velocity the upward 
movement has now attained. To show that it is necessary 
to divide the ten-year period: The levy in 1908 was 
$924,388.79, or 17 per cent greater than in 1903, while: that 
in 1913 was $2,467,230.06, or 39 per cent greater than in 
1908. By so much did the advance in the last half of said 
period exceed that in the first half. These figures will be 
the more alarming if it is remembered that while taxes 
already sufficiently heavy were advancing 63 per cent, the 
population of the state increased only about 4% per cent, 
and while the one was advancing 39 per cent, the other in- 
creased only about 2% per cent. 

It is instructive to study the subject from another angle. 
In the ten years from 1904 to 1914, both inclusive, the 
annual increase in all taxes defined and limited as above 


was as follows:

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The average yearly increase for the whole period was 
$336,561.85. The upward trend is more plainly shown, 
however, by dividing, as before, the ten-year period in the 
middle and considering the halves separately. [for the first 
five years the average annual increase was $184,877.76 ; for 
the last five years it was $493,446.01. It is surely pertinent 
to consider how long the little state of New Hampshire, 
almost stationary in wealth, can sustain a tax already bur- 
densome and increasing at the rate of practically half a 
million dollars a year without crippling her industries and 
impoverishing her people. Plainly it is a condition not 
calculated to attract capital from without the state or to 
encourage business within the same. 

From the per capita standpoint the situation is not less 
disturbing. In 1903 there were assessed $12.88 in taxes 
for each man, woman and.child in the state. Five years 
later there were assessed $14.75 for each individual, and. in 
five years more $20.09. If in 1913 taxes had been equaily. 
distributed among all the people it would have meant a 
burden of $100 for each family of five members. Though 
in reality there was little such equality in the assessment 
there was much in the payment. The fact is that those 
who occupy, use or consume property, no matter who owns 
it, are those who in the last analysis pay most, if not all, of 
the taxes thereon. If the wage earner or the man of limited 
means understood he was in reality paying something like 
$100 a year in state and municipal and half as much more 
in federal taxes for the government of himself, his wife and 
three children his influence and his vote would more fre- 
quently make for economy in appropriations and expendi- 
tures than heretofore. | 

No statistics for the year 1914 appear in the above para- 
graphs for the reason that they are not yet at hand except 
in part.
